Gen. Hall’s Column Engages in 
Two Battles in One Day, One 
of Them Severe. 


Four Americans Are Killed and Fifteen 
Wounded—Troops Suffer from 
the Intense Heat. 


The Filipinos Evacuate Antipolo, a 
' Mountain Stronghold, Hitherto 
Regarded as Impreznable. 


Manila, June 5.—A vigorous cam- 
paign was begun on Saturday against 
Gen. Pio Del Pilar’s force of 2,000 Fili- 


pinos in the foothills at the mouth of 


Laguna bay and in the towns of Cainta, 
Taytay and Antipolo, under the super- 
vision of Gen. Lawton. Gen. Hall, with 
2,500 men, moved southeast from the 
pumping station, and Col. Whalley, who 
relieved Gen. King in command of his 
brigade, proceeded east from San Pe- 
dro Macati, the two divisions approach- 
ing each other. Col. Whalley captured 
Cainta with small loss, the enemy flee- 
ing before the advance of the United 
States troops. Gen. Hall drove the 
Filipinos from the vicinity of the Mari- 
quina, sweeping them toward Col. 
Whalley’s column. 

Hard Fighting for Hall’s Troops. 

Manila, June 5.—Gen. Hall’s column, 
in the movement upon the Morong 
peninsula, completed a circuit of 20 
miles, over rough and mountainous 
country, having two engagements with 
the insurgents, one of them severe, and 
keeping up an almost constant fire 
against scattered bands of rebels for 
nearly 24 hours, from four o’clock Sat- 


 urday morning, when the column left 


the pumping station. The Filipinos 
were driven in every direction and the 
country through which Gen. Hall 
passed was pretty thoroughly cleared. 
At ten o’clock Sunday morning the 
column reached a point a few miles 
from Taytay, where Gen. Hall was met 
by Gen. Lawton, who had already en- 
tered the town and found it deserted. 
Gen. Hall’s objective point was Anti- 
polo, ten miles off; and there was de- 
sultory firing all along the line of 
march. The gunboats could be heard 
Shelling the hills in advance of the 
column. The column, after driving the 
rebels from the foothills near Maria 
Chino, about noon Saturday, with a 
loss of but two or three slightly wound- 
ed, proceeded with all possible haste 
toward Laguna de Bay, the Fourth cav- 
alry in the lead, the Oregon regiment 
next and the Fourth infantry last. 

At five o’clock those three regiments 
fought their second battle of the day, 
and it resulted, like the first, in the 
complete rout of a large Filpino force 
located in the mountains and having 
every advantage of position. In this 
fight the American loss was four killed 
—three of the Fourth cavalry and one 
Oregonian—and about 15 wounded. The 
Filipino loss could not be ascertained, 
but the terrific fire which the Ameri- 
cans poured into them for half an hour 
must have inflicted severe punishment. 
In this engagement our troops made 
one of the most gallant charges of the 
war, and the enemy was forced to flee 
in the greatest disorder. 

It -was the intention to press on to 
Antipolo last night; but this was found 
impossible, owing to the two fights and 
the constant marching for more than 
12 hours, with nothing to eat since 
morning and no supply train in sight. 
The. troops, moreover, suffered from 
the intense heat, many being pros- 
trated and all greatly exhausted. Con- 
sequently they bivouacked for the night 
on the second battlefield.

Four Americans Are Killed and Fifteen 
Wounded—Troops Suffer from 
the Intense Heat. 


The Filipinos Evacuate Antipolo, a 
' Mountain Stronghold, Hitherto 
Regarded as Impregnable, 


Manila, June 5.—A vigorous cam- 
paign was begun on Saturday against 
Gen. Pio Del Pilar’s force of 2,000 Fili- 
pinos in the foothills at the mouth of 
Laguna bay and in the towns of Cainta, 
Taytay and Antipolo, under the super- 
vision of Gen. Lawton. Gen. Hall, with 
2,500 men, moved southeast from the 
pumping station, and Col. Whalley, who 
relieved Gen. King in command of his 
brigade, proceeded east from San Pe- 
dro Macati, the two divisions approach- 
ing each other. Col. Whalley captured 
Cainta with small loss, the enemy flee- 
ing before the advance of the United 
States troops. Gen. Hall drove the 
Filipinos from the vicinity of the Mari- 
quina, sweeping them toward Col. 
Whalley’s column. 3 

Hard Fighting for Hall’s Troops. 

Manila, June 5.—Gen. Hall’s column, 


in the movement upon the Morong 


peninsula, completed a circuit of 20 
miles, over rough and mountainous 


country, having two engagements with |- 


the insurgents, one of them severe, and 
keeping up an almost constant fire 
against scattered bands of rebels for 
nearly 24 hours, from four o’clock Sat- 
urday morning, when the column left 
the pumping station. The Filipinos 
were driven in every direction and the 
country through which Gen. Hall 
passed was pretty thoroughly cleared. 
At ten o’clock Sunday morning the 
column reached a point a few miles 
from Taytay, where Gen. Hall was met 
by Gen. Lawton, who had already en- 
tered the town and found it deserted. 
Gen. Hall’s objective point was Anti- 
polo, ten miles off; and there was de- 
sultory firing all along the line of 
march. The gunboats could be heard 
shelling the hills in advance of the 
column. The column, after driving the 
rebels from the foothills near Maria 
Chino, about noon Saturday, with a 
loss of but two or three slightly wound- 
ed, proceeded with all possible haste 
toward Laguna de Bay, the Fourth cav- 
alry in the lead, the Oregon regiment 
next and the Fourth infantry last. 

At five o’clock those three regiments 
fought their second battle of the day, 
and it resulted, like the first, in the 
complete rout of a large Filpino force 
located in the mountains and having 
every advantage of position. In this 
fight the American loss was four killed 
—three of the Fourth cavalry and one 
Oregonian—and about 15 wounded. The 
Filipino loss could not be ascertained, 
but the terrific fire which the Ameri- 
cans poured into them for half an hour 
must have inflicted severe punishment. 
In this engagement our troops made 
one of the most gallant charges of the 
war, and the enemy was forced to flee 
in the greatest disorder. 

It -was the intention to press on to 
Antipolo last night; but this was found 
impossible, owing to the two fights and 
the constant marching for more than 
12 hours, with nothing to eat since 
morning and no supply train in sight. 
The. troops, moreover, suffered from 
the intense heat, many being pros- 
trated and all greatly exhausted. Con- 
sequently they bivouacked for the night 
on the second battlefield. 

Story of the Second Fight. 

The cavalry, the Oregonians and two 
companies of the Fourth infantry had 
just crossed a small creek about five 
o’clock Saturday afternoon and en- 
tered upon a sunken road, from which 
they were emerging upon a small val- 
ley surrounded on all sides by high and 
heavily-wooded hills, when the rebels, 
concealed in the mountains on the 
three sides of the plain, opened a hot 
fire and sent showers of bullets into 
the ranks of the Americans. The lat- 
ter deployed immediately in three di- 
rections. © 

Then followed a charge across the 
rice fields and ditches and up the hill- 
sides, from which the shots came all 
thetime, pouring in a terrific hail, while 
the air resounded with the constant 
rattle of musketry. ;

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suffered the severest loss when the at- 
tack opened, two of their killed being 
sergeants and the other a private. The 
Oregonian killed was a private. 

The natives were unable to stand the 
vigorous firing of the Americans long; 
and at the first sign of their wavering, 
the cavalry, Oregonians and Fourth in- 
fantrymen broke into wild cheers and 
charged still faster up the hillside, 
pouring in volley after volley until the 
enemy left the places where they were 
partially concealed by the thicket, fled. 
over the summit in the wildest confu- 
sion and disappeared in the surround- 
ing valleys. 

After the fight was over the firing 
was continued by the Americans for 


more than an hour in clearing out the 
bush and driving away straggling Fili- 
pinos. 

Antipolo Evacuated. 

The troops, after camping for „the 
night on the battlefield, started at five 
o'clock Sunday morning for Antipolo, 
where it was expected a strong resist- 
ance would be made. Antipolo is a 
place far up in the mountains, which 
the Spaniards had said the Americans 
could never capture. It has cost Spain 
the lives of 800 troops. The progress 
of the column was considerably de- 
layed while passing up the steep moun- 
tain grade, by a small band of insur- 
gents; but these were effectually rout- 
ed by the Fourth cavalry, which was 
in advance, and the troops reached An- 
tipolo in a few hours. Our lines were 
immediately thrown around on three 
sides of the town, and then the final ad- 
vance was made. Butit was found un- 
necessary to fire a shot. Not a rebel 
was visible, and the town was entirely 
abandoned. Two hours later, after a 
conference between Gen. Lawton and 
Gen. Hall, the column proceeded to- 
ward Morong to drive away any rebels 
found in that quarter. 

; When the start was made for Anti- 
polo in the morning the Oregon regi- 
ment and the Ninth infantry were left 
behind as a rear guard; and there was 
considerable firing along their lines in 
clearing the enemy from the high hill 
between, their position and the lake. |

ALD. STEVENS WILL PROBABLY MAKE A 
MINORITY REPORT. 


If the ordinance to impose an extra 
$500 upon saloons in the city comes be- 
fore the common council tonight for its 
second reading, it will be the minority 
report of Ald. Stevens. 

The ordinance committee, consisting 
of Alds. Brown, Stevens and Exinger, 
met Saturday evening to look over pro- 
posed legislation. ‘Ald. Brown picked 
up the saloon ordinance. 

Ald. Brown—‘‘Well, what do 
want to do with this?” 

Ald: Exinger—‘‘ I look at it in this 
way.

the saloonkeeper who takes in the most 


money should pay the most, I would 
be in favor of it. If we would impose a 
$1,000 tax there would be only four or 
five saloons in the city.” A 

Ald. Brown—‘Oh, yes, there would be 
five or six.” 

Ald. Stevens—‘‘Well, we can’t impose 
a graduate license.” 

Ald. Brown—‘‘Well, who is in favor of 


giving the ordinance its second read-.- 


ing ?’’ 

Ald. Stevens—‘‘T am.” 

Ald. Exinger—“I don’t know.” 

Ald. Brown—‘‘This is siimiply to put us 
on record, Exinger, but it won’t make 
any difference in your ward.” 

Ald. Exinger—‘‘I don’t think So, 
either.” ; 

Ald» Brown maintained that even if 
the ordinance would pass the council 
it would be illegal on the ground that 
the charter is not broad enough. 

Ald. Stevens—‘Mr. Butterfield 
that the ordinance would be legal.” 

Ald. Brown—‘‘Yes, I know he did, but 
I ran into a late Michigan case that is 
almost exactly the same as our charter. 
The city of Kalamazoo had their char- 
ter re-adopted. The supreme court 
held that where cities were given the 
right to regulate the liquor traffic, the 
legislation must do so explicitly, and it 
cannot be done by re-adopting a former 
charter. Our charter in this particular 
is only the re-adoption of a former one. 
I will say ‘that if the council asks even 
$50 extra ithere will not be a saloon- 
keeper in the city who will pay a cenit 
until the supreme court tells him he 
must. But then I don’t care. Pass it, 
if you have got enough votes in the 
council. But you won’t pass it with my 
vyote.” 

Ald. Stevens—‘‘Well, IT am in favor of 
bringing it before the council.” 

Ald. Brown- T don’t care to recom- 
mend it to the council.’’ 

Ald. Exinger—‘‘I feel the same way.’ 

Ald. Brown—‘‘Suppose we ask the 
city attorney for his opinion on its le- 
gality. I’ll show him a couple of cases 
and then we can hear what he nas to 
say.” 

Ald. Exinger—‘‘The only object I see 
in the ordinance is to monopolize the 
business.”’

J erome Schemerhorn, the mulatto ta 
whom a jury a year ago gave a verdict 
entitling him to the Mollie Bennett 
farm near Ypsilanti after one of the 
most sensational trials which ever oc- 
curred in the Washtenaw circuit, is 
now in full title of the lands and the 
relatives of Mollie Bennett, who were 
fighting the validity of the curious will 
which gave him the property, are with- 
out recourse. 

Unider the rules of this state, when a 
case is decided in the circuit court and 
the party who received the adverse de- 
cision wishes to appeal, he must sue out 
a writ of error from the supreme court 
within a year from the time the decision 
was rendered, or he will thereafter be 
debarred from appealing 
-In the present case it has been sup- 
posed right alon githat ‘Administrator 
Graves would appeal from the decision 
of the jury to the supreme court. The 
decision was rendered April 26, 1898. 
The year for appeal has in consequence 
passed by and no notice has been served 
on Schemerhorn’s aittorneys. Jerome 
can now take full possession of the farm 
which has beeni in litigation ever since 
Mollie Bennett’s death. 

But all litigation in the matter has

ALD. STEVENS WILL PROBABLY MAKE A 
MINORITY REPORT. 


Tf the ordinance to impose an extra 
$500 upon saloons in the city comes be- 
fore the common council tonight for its 
second reading, it will be the minority 
report of Ald. Stevens. 

The ordinance committee, consisting 
of Alds. Brown, Stevens and Exinger, 
met Saturday evening tor look over pro- 
posed legislation. ‘Ald. Brown picked 
up the saloon ordinance. 

Ald. Brown—‘‘Well, what 
want to do with this?” 

Ald: Exinger—‘‘ I look at it in this 
way. 
only too glad to see the $1,000 tax. If 
we could graduate the licenses so that

the saloonkeeper who takes in the most 


money should pay the most, I would 
be in favor of it. If we would impose a 
$1,000 tax there would be only four or 
five saloons in the city.” = 

Ald. Brown—‘“‘Oh, yes, there would be 
five or six.” 

Ald. Stevens—‘‘Well, we can’t impiose 
a graduate license.” 

Ald. Brown—‘Well, who is in favor of 


giving the ordinance its second read-- 


ing?’ 

Ald. Stevens—‘‘I am.” 

Ald. Exinger—‘‘I don’t know.” 

Ald. Brown—‘‘This is simply to put us 
on record, Exinger, but it won’t make 


| any difference in your ward.” 


Ald. Exinger—‘‘I don’t 
either.” : - 

Ald; Brown maintained that even if 
the ordinance would pass the council 
it would be illegal on the ground that 
the charter is not broad enough. 

Ald. Stevens—‘‘Mr. Butterfield 
that the ordinance would be legal.” 

Ald. Brown—‘‘Yes, I know he did, but 
I ran into a late Michigan case that is 
almost exactly the same as our charter. 
The city of Kalamazoo hiad their char- 
ter re-adopted. The supreme court 
held that where cities were given the 
right to regulate the liquor traffic, the 
legislation must do so explicitly, and it 
cannot be done by re-adopting a former 
charter. Our charter in this particular 
is only the re-adoption of a former one. 
I will say that if the council asks even 
$50 extra there will not be a saloon- 
keeper in the city who rill pay a cenit 
until the supreme court tells him he 
must. But then I don’t care. Pass it, 
if you have got enough vo tes in the 
council. But you won’t pass it with my 
vyote.” 

Ald. Stevens—‘‘Well, I am in favor of 
bringing it before the council.” 

Ald. Brown—“I don’t care to recom- 
mend it to the council.” 

Ald. Exinger—‘‘I feel the saime way.” 

Ald. Brown—‘Suppose we ask the 
city attorney for his opinion on its le- 
gality. I'll show him a couple of cases 
and then we can hear what he nas to 
say.” ' 

Ald. Exinger—‘‘The only object I see 
in the ordinance is to monopolize the 
business.” 

Ald. Brown—‘‘Yes, it will simply weed 
out the small saloonkeepers.”’ 

Ald. Stevens—“‘That would be a good 
idea.’’ 

Ald. Brown—‘‘Well, as I have said, I 
don’t want to recommend the ordi- 
nance.”

FOR HIS SERVICES. 


The Chicago Times-Herald has 
following dispatch in today’s issue: 

DES MOINES, June 4.—The regents 
of the stalte university meet in Iowa 
City Tuesday, anid will again consider 
the question of selecting a president, 
though it is not certain that an election 
will result this week. It is the regular 
meeting at commencement time, and 
the corner stone of the new college 
building will be laid.

Chancellor 
McLean, of the Nebraska State Uni- 
versity law schioq,, Dean Birge, of the 
University of Wieonsin, and Chancel- 
lor Emlin MicClain, of the law depart- 
ment of the Staite University of Iowa, 
are being considered. The last named 
has been a possibility from the first. 
He is the author of numerous law 
books and is the annotator of the code 
of Iowa. ; 

The regents are well satisfied withi the 
manaigemient of the university by Act- 
ing President Amos N. Carrier, and 
are in no hurry to elect a new presi- 
dent.

THAT 1S THE AMOUNT WHICH HAS BEEN 


AGREED UPON 


BY THE FINANCE COMMITTEE TO RUN

It is estimated that the finance com- 
mittee will recommend to the council 
tonight for the annual appropriations 
for 1899-1900 the ‘total sum of $48,200. 
This amount might be chaniged a few 
dollars, but not materially. It will be 
within $500 of that sum. 

Last year the council appropriated 


city for the year, and ‘for the year 1897-8 
there was $45,000 appropriated. 

“The reason of the increase in tthe ap- 
propriations for this year is that the 
city is building about $17,000 worth of 
storm sewers this year. The finance 
committee does not feel as if all this 
burden should be assumed! this year, 


$7,000, leaving a balance of about $10,000 
to be paid for next year. In other 
words, the city is goin in debt for the 
storm. sewers.

[S TO RETURN TO FRANCE AT ONCE. 


Court of Cassation Orders a New 
Court-Martial to Be Held at 
Rennes—President Loubet In- 
sulted at the Races. 


Paris, June 5.—The verdict of the 
court of cassation, given Saturday, 
makes Dreyfus, for the time at least, a 
free man, for until the second court- 
martial pronounces him guilty—a con- 
tingency now undreamed of in Paris— 
he is a captain in the French army, en-’ 
titled to wear his uniform and the cross 
of the Legion of Honor. 

The verdict of the court exceeded 
even the hopes of a majority of Drey- 
fus’ friends, for the wording of the de-

cree establishes the innocence of the 
prisoner. The documents which were 
used in his conviction are practically 
declared forgeries. The condemnation 
of the first court-martial is quashed, 
and the accused will have a new trial at 
Renner, not far from Nantes. He will 
be brought to France at once. 

The government commission to m ake 
up the case against Dreyfus for the 
new court-martial is made up of Maj. 
Carriere and Capts. Jacquier, Greflier 
and Papillon. |

Mme. Dreyfus is in an ecstasy of joy.

At the crisis of the excitement, while 
shouts of “Vive l’armee!” and “Vive 
Deroulede!” were heard on all sides, 
Count Christiano rushed toward the 
president, brandishing a stick, and di- 
rected a blow against him, striking his 
hat. The crowd rushed upon Chris- 
tiano, who only escaped severe handling 
by being taken under police protection. 
President Loubet remained all the 
while quite unmoved, talking to the 
premier, while the officers of his mili- 
tary household were defending him 
against violence. Finally, after 30 ar- 
rests had been made, the prefect of po- 
lice ordered the republican guards to 
surround the presidential stand. 

Police Inspector Grilliere had ‘his 
head seriously wounded in the melee, 
and President Loubet has since deco- 
rated him with the cross of the Legion 
of Honor in recognition of his devotion 
to duty. On returning to the Elysee 


palace M. Loubet received many sym- - 


pathizing callers. i 

Tt seems certain that the demonstra- 
tion was organized by the Juenesse 
Royaliste, the Ligue des Patriotes and 
the anti-Semites, the rallying sign be- 
ing a carnation in the buttonhole.

Cabinet Meets. _ 

A special cabinet council was sum- 
moned at nine o’clock Sunday evening 
to consider the situation, and impor- 
tant measures were concerted, to be 
submitted to the president by another 
eouncil to-day for the preservation of 
order. The ministers, who were in ses- 
sion until 11 o’clock, maintain strict re- 
serve as to the nature of these meas-

important discussion in the chamber 
of deputies, where the government will 
demand-a vote of confidence.

Countess Castellane Takes Part.
